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ried by the marking device, and a weighted holding device consisting of 

a block having an opening therein, and a pin movably mounted in the 
said opening with its upper end projecting above the block and to which 
the free end of the tape is secured. 


2. A trammel, comprising a marking device, a tape, a holding de- 
vice connected with the markiug device by the tape, said holding device 
comprising a weight with an eccentric opening therein, a sleeve held in 
the opening, and a center pin loosely fitted in the sleeve and having the 

~~ tape connected therewith. 

3. In a trammel, a marking device comprising a case, sliding and 
spring-pressed supports mounted in the case, wheels carried by said sup- 
ports, a shaft mounted in the case, a tape winding on the shaft, and a 
warking-tool or pencil carried by the case. 

4. A trammel, comprising a wheeled support, a marker carried by 
the support, a shaft mounted in said support, a tape winding on said shaft, 
and a weighted holding device to which one end of the tape is secured. 

®. A trammel, comprising a marking device consisting of a whee!- 
supported casing, a marker, and a shaft mounted in the casing, a holding 
device having a pin movable therein, and a tape winding on the shiaft of 
the casing and secured to the holding device. 

6. A trammel, comprising a tape, a case, means carried by the case 
containing the tape for winding and unwinding the tape, a frame in which 
the case is pivotally mounted, and a marking-tool sustained on the frame. 

catia 7. A trammel, comprising a tape, a case having a mouth through 
which the tape is movable, a winding device in*the case and connected 
with the tape, a frame in which the ease is pivotally mounted, said frame 
being broken away to permit the mouth to project beyond it, and a mark- 
ing-tool carried by the case. 

8. In a trammel, a case having a mouth and provided with sock- 
ts, forks in which rollers are mounted working in the sockets, springs in 
‘he sockets and engaging the ends of the shanks of the forks, a tape car- 
‘ied by the case and extending ont through the mouth thereof, and a 
narking-tool or pencil carried by the ease. 

9. A trammel, comprising a holding device cousisting of a block and 
t pin movably mounted therein, a caso having au opening in one side 
uid mounted upon spring-pressed wheels, a shaft mounted in the case, a 
ape having one end secured to the shaft and its other end to the pin of 
he holding device, and a marker or pencil carried by the case. 

1), A trammel, comprising a wheel-supported frame, a case pivot- 
ully mounted in the frame, a shaft mounted in the case, a tape winding 
on the shaft and extending out through the case, and a marking-tool car- 
ried by the case. 


Claim.— 1. A trammel,.comprising a marking device, a tape car- 
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2. In a potato-digger, tne combination with an axle and suitable 
traction-wheels supporting the same, of a pivoted shaft supported by the 
said axle, arms extending from the said shaft, a yoke pivotally secured to the 
said arms, plows carried by the said yoke, a double screen supported by 
the said yoke and carried at the rear of said plows, and means for rotat- 
ing said shaft whereby said plows and screens may be raised or lowered, 
substantially as described. 

3. In a potato-digger, the combination with a suitable axle and trac- 


tion-wheels supporting the same, of sleeves carried beneath the said axle, 
a shaft whose ends find bearings in such sleeves, au arm extending from 
said shaft, a plow pivotally supported by said arm, a screen at the rear 
of said plow. and means for rotating said shaft whereby the plow may be 
raised or lowered, substantially as described. 

4. In a potato-digyer, the combination with traction-wheels carry- 
ing a suitable axle, of bolts passed vertically through said axle und rig- 
idly secured in position, the heads of said bolts being provided with ap- 
ertures, a shaft finding bearings in the apertures of said heads, an arm ex- 
tending from said shaft and rigidly secured thereto, a plow pivotally ear- 
ried by said arm, a screen carried at the rear of said plow, a lever rig- 
idly secured to said shaft and adapted, when moved forwardly or rear- 
wardly to rotate said shaft, and means for locking said lever in any given 
position, whereby the plow may be held at any desired altitude with re- 
spect to said axle, substantially as described. 

5. A potato-digger, comprising in its construction a suitable frame, 
plows carried thereby, the moldboards of said plows facing each other, 
and a screen at the rear of said moldboards for receiving the soil thrown 
rearwardly thereby, the said screan comprising a plurality of spaced bars, 
a curved binding-strip secured to all of said bars near the front ends there- 
of, a similar strip secured to a portion of the said bars near the rear ends 
thereof, and a strip above said rear strip provided with a central arch and 
secured to the remaining portion of said bars, substantially us described. 

6. A potato-digger, comprising in its construction a suitable frame, 
a yoke pivotally carried thereby, plows rigidly carried by said yoke, a 
double screen carried at the rear of said plows, a deflector-board carried 
by one side of said screen, and means for securing said screen to said 


yoke, comprising links at the rear of the screen and pivoted thereto and 
rovided wi 4 .
